MAYOR HAS OWN 
PLAN FOR HARBOR 


Proposed System Has 25 Miles 
of Docks from Chicago Ave- 
nue to. 29th Street. 


HAS RECREATION PIERS. 


Mayor Harrisen has his own plan for Chi- 


: cago'’s outer harbor. 


Under his direction the preliminary sketches 
his approval has been 
placed on them, and the scheme from now 


‘On will be known as the administration plan. 


The pier system he proposes as necessary 
to meet the city’s needs reaches from Chi- 


‘cago avenue on the north to Twenty-ninth 
‘street on the south, and embraces more than 
‘twenty-five miles of dockage. It unites sev- 
‘eral important suggestions and recommenda- 
tions that have been made on the subject 


until the whole presents a water front nearly 


four miles long, devoted to freighf and pas- 


senger traffic and recreation purposes. 

| The combination primarily is that of the 
plan for a pier system north of the river 
mouth the plan for a system south of 
Telfeh etret The former was covered in 
the repopt.of the Chicago plan commission, 
the scheme ‘of the sanitary district and that 
of the Pugh Terminal company. The latter 
was discussed by the Chicago harbor com- 
mission under the last administration and 
has been urged by representatives of the 
Vessel Owners’ association. 


| Series of Recreation Piers. 
In acdition to these two, the administra- 
tion plan includes the idea of lining the lake- 
ward edge of Grant park with a series of 
small piers to serve as recreation piers and 
for yachts and excureion steamers carrying 
no freight. The northern syetem would be 
used for pasenger vessels and boats carry- 
ing light and perishable freight, while the 
southern docks would be for heavy railway 
freight alone. 

The entire system as projected would be 
protected by outer breakwaters which the 
federal government 8 be asked to_con- 
struct. They would stretch from North ave- 
nue to a connection with the present break-., 
water and from the southern end of that 
structure as far south as a point opposite 
Thirty-minth street. This would give an 
anchorage more than three square miles in 
extent. . 

Railroad and street car connections with 
the piers also is included in the sreliminary 
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sketches and teaming roads and platforms 
will be built beside all the sheds wherever 
they are needed. A pleasure driveway also 
is provided for at the north pier system. 

Crossing a myriad of railroad tracks, the 
scheme provides for an extension of the 
street car line from Twelfth street to Twen- 
ty-ninth street. 


Model of Plan May Be Made. 

The sketches approved by the mayor were 
drawn in the offices of City Engineer Eric- 
son, and probably will be presented to the 
public in model form at the international 
municipal congress and exposition at the 
Coliseum in September. No. official esii- 
mates of the cost have been made. 

The north shore section of the plan is 
based on a main structure running from the 
shore approximately from the present shore 
line. On the north side of this would be the 
street car line running from Chicago avenue 
and another running from*Indiana street. 
This section would widen toward the shore 
line unti] it stretched into a park built out 
for the protection of a small yacht harbor 
and reaching north to meet the extension of 
Lincoln park. 

To the south of the main structure of the 
north section it ts proposed to build three 
series of small piers, each on its own main 
artery, carrying the lines of the Chicago and 
Northwestern or any other railroad that 
might obtain terminal facilities. The slips 
between the small piers would be 200 feet in 
width and 0 feet in depth, the entire system 
providing six miles of dockage. 


See. Illinois Central as Lessee. 

As the Northwestern, because of its North 
Water street terminals, would have the most 
ready access to this system. It is urged the 
Illinois Central would be the most likely 
lessee of the privileges of the southern sys- 
tem intended entirely for heavy freight. 
This system consists of nine pliers, all but one 
of which would reach half a mile into the lake 
running northward at about an angle of 45 
degrees. 

It ig proposed to build them 500 feet in 

width with a space 300 feet in width between 
each two. The northward slant is given 
because of arguments of vessel owners that 
the main mouth of the harbor would be 
about opposite the river mouth and that ves- 
sels swinging southward would find access 
easier at this angle. 
The central or Grant park section is re- 
lied upon by the administration as a new 
feature to attract the popular support. Here 
a series of a dozen smalt piers entirely for 
recreation purposes is proposed as the outer 
fringe of Grant park. 

It is proposed to establish a street car belt 
line around the present extent of Grant 
park so that persons seeking the lake front 
will be carried directly to it. This section of 
the system would He within a sort of smal! 
inner harbor protected by breakwaters in 
addition to those outlining the big harbor. 
They would hem in the Grant park front 
#6 that it would be virtually free from any 
disturbance of the waters.

WARNS GERMANY: 
MOROCCO CAUSE 


Asquith, by Speech in Gom- 
mons, Gives Support to Fear 
of Conflict in Crisis. 


PLEDGES AID TO FRANCE 


Balfour, Leader of Opposition, Joins 
in Move for United Front 
it Peril Comes. 


ENGLISH FLEET COALS IN HURRY 


LONDON, July 27.~The most pessimistic 
views regarding the acuteness of the Moroc- 
can crisis were confirmed by Premier Asquith 
in the house of commons today, when he 
read from a manuscript @ warning to Ger- 
many that Great Britain proposed to stand 
for what she considered her rights and to 
maintain the balance of power in Europe. 

Further testimony as to the gravity of the 
situation is given by the fact that the prime 
minister obviously had taken the leader of 
the opposition into the government’s con- 
fidence. and Mr. Balfour's declaration was 
no less firm than Mr Aeauith’'s. 

Other disquieting reports were heard today 
At Lioyds’' war risks continued the rise 
begun yesterday and the first division of 
the home fleet, stationed at Portiand, was 
ordered to coal and complete supplies with oil 
fuel by tomorrow morning. Operations will 
be continued throughout the night. 


Statement Not Reassuring. 

The prime minister's statement was 
couched in diplomatic, though not reassur- 
ing, language. At the opening he said: 

“It is obvious that the Moroccan question 
has reached a poimt at which it will become 

increasingly difficult, embarrassing, and 
anxious unless a solution fs found.”’ 

Later he said: 

“We thought it right from the beginning 
to make clear that, failing of a settlement 
such as I have indicated, we must become an 
active party in the discussion of the situa- 
tion. That woul. be our right as a signatory 
yto the treaty of Algeciras, as it might be 
our obligation under the terms of our agree- 
ment of 1904 with France. It might be our 
duty in defense of British interests directly 
affected by further developments."’ 


Asquith Appeals to House, 

Mr. Asquith appealed to the house not to 
ask him to enter into further details at the 
present moment, as a too close analysis of 
the causes of the present incident might pro- 
voke recrimination, which it was desirable 
to avoid. The question of Morocco, the pre- 
mier declared, bristled with difficulties. 

The statement that the “ritish govern-: 
ment had prejudiced the negotiations be- 
tween Francefjiand Germany were mis- 
chievous inventions, he said. The govern- 
ment did not claim a predominant position 
in Morocco, but it would have been a grave 
mistake to let the situation drift until the 
asserting of its interests might have caused 
surprise or resentment. The government 
had thought it right to make clear these 
interests. Failing a settlement. the govern- 
ment must become an active party in dis- 
cussing the situation. 


Balfour Talks of Harmony. 

Mr. Balfour, the Unionist leader, followed. 
The careful and guarded statement of the 
premier, he said, required little or nothing 
from him in the way of comment and noth- 
ing whatever in thé way of criticism. 

‘If there were any critics outside the 
walls of the house who had counted our 
differences and absorption in home dis- 
putes and who had counted on those 
differences,’ he said, ‘“‘l hope they will 
make easy a policy which, in other circum- 
stances, this country might reject. And if 
there were any who supposed we would 
be wiped off the map of Europe because 
we had our own difficulties at home, it might 
be worth while saying that they mistook 
the temper of the British people and the 
patriotism of the opposition whether drawn 
from one side of te house or the other.” 

Mr. Balfour strongly hinted at what is 
the general feeling, that Germany thought 
she could take advantage of the crisis in 
Great Britain’s domestic politics, in the 
belief it was so absorbing to the country 
that the people would not pay attention 
to foreign affairs. 


Tone of Utterances Unusual, 

Such plain speaking on a question frought 
with possibilities of a great European war 
has not been heard in the British parlia- 
ment in many years. 

The outcome of the situation appears to 
rest almost wholly on Germany’s shoulders. 
If, as some German papers say, Germany 
has reached the stage of nationa! develop- 
ment where the necessities of her popuia- 
tion demand she branch out into foreign 
fields, and considers this vital to her national 
interests, and imposes conditions on France 
which Great Britain thinks threaten her vital 
interests, the only result, so far as those best 
informed see it, will be the oft threatened 
and long averted European convulsion. 

Germany government officials and the ma- 
jority of the German newspapers profess 
to think Chancellor Lioyd-George’s recent 
speech of warning was not addressed to Ger- 
many, but a sort of general proclamation 
of principles. Mr. Asquith’s statement leaves 
no doubt, and was intended plainly to leave 
none, on that point. 

While the country hae no knowledge of 
| the extent of Germany's first conditions, the 
prime minister made it plain they were such 
that Great Britain would not consent to 
Oma information in regard to the ten- 
sion between Great Britain, Germany, and 
France over Morocco is scarce and unau- 
gre 8 newspapers are entirely united in 
supporting the government. They are stu- 
diously polite in language. but strongly urge

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THIEVES HOLD UP4 
IN “LOVERS’ LANE” 


While One North Side Couple 
Is Covered by Revolvers 
Man and Wife Come on 
Seene; Made Victims. 


POLICEMAN HEARS CRIES. 


After Pistol Battle in Wilson 
Avenue Residence District — 
One of the Robbers 
*Is Caught. 


Two couples, one of them man and wife, 
were victims of a double barreled “‘ Lovers’ 
lane robbery "’ on the north side early this 
morning. The two highwaymen engaged were 
interrupted by a policeman, and a running 
revolver battle through the streets of the 
Wilson avenue residence district ensued. 
One of the robbers was caught. 

Edward Foerster and Mrs. Foerster left 
their house at 2222 Wilson avenue at an 
inopportune moment for them. They had 
not put a block between themselves and 
the house, when they came upon four per- 
sons grouped so as to obstruct the sidewalk. 

One of the group was Henry Mosher of 
4400 North Hamlin avenue. Another was a 
young woman friend of Mr. Mosher. The 
third and fourth were masked and armed— 
the highwayman bent on professional busi!- 
ness. Backing their arguments with re- 
volvers, they were trying to persuade Mosher 
and the girl to turn over such articles of 
value as they happened to carry. 


Reign of Terror Created. 

** Don't be afraid, miss,” said one of them 
reassuringly as.he pointed his revolver at 
Mrs. Foerster. “ Just give me what money 
you have and everything will be all right.”’ 

The highwayman had helped himself to 
Mrs. Foerster’s card case, which contained 
@ small sum of money, when she screamed. 
Fred Kaemper, a policeman of the Robey 


street station, heard her cry and hurried to 


the “ lane.”’ 

Ome glance at the approaching bive 
coated figure was enough for the highway- 
men. They turned to fee. Kaemper drew 
his revolver, emptied it after them, and 
@ave chase, reloading the weapon as he 
ran. 


Caught After Pistol Battle. 

The chase ended in the capture of one of 
the robbers. Hundreds of sleepers had 
been. aroused by the shooting and the 
windows along the line of battle were lined 
with excited men and women when the 
policeman finally closed with the desperadoes. 

Kaemper had both men in his power tem- 
porarily, disarming them after they had 
surrendered. One escaped at the patrol box. 
He slipped from his coat and the policeman 
was too busy holding the second to pursue. 
At the station the unlucky robber of the pair 
said he was Frank Wallace of 427 West Chi- 
cago avenue, His companion, he said, had 
been known to him only as “ Jubbins.”

She called a taxt- 
cab and went to the south side. I guess to 
the hospital. I haven't seen her since and 
nobody is in the house. 

“ Finally the police came, but it was all 
quiet then and she was gone.” 

Mrs. Joseph Loftis, sister-in-law of the 
injured woman, said: 

“TI know only there has been more trouble 
between my husband's brother and his wife.”

Veto Threat by President. 

Following the passage of the La Follett 
bill there came an emphatic statement from 
the White House that President Taft will 
veto every tarff revision measure presented 
by this session, inchiding the woo! bill. 
though he has branded the woo! schedule of 
the Aldrich law as Indefensible in its robbery 
of the people, Mr. Taft holes that there 
should be no attempt to change the duties 
until after his tariff board reports the re- 
sults of its investigation next December. 

Immediate interest in congress now centers 
in the fate of the free list bill in the senate 
next Tuesday. Progressive Republicans and 
Democrats have proposed scores of amend- 
ments for increasing the free list made up 
by the house, and unless a break in the ranks 
occurs the same combination which operated 
today will pass this measure. 

It is said that the president is more likely 
to sign the free list bill than any other meas- 
ure on the tariff revision program. This ts 
the free list put forward as compensation for 
the alleged injury to agricultural] interests In 
the Canadian reciprocity pact.

The three men were with Mayor Harrison 
in 1 ade conference in the afternoon and 
Quar- 
ters already are provided in the offices 
rented in the Borland block for the subway 
division that worked under Chief Engineer 
Arnold in the preparation of his report. Mr. 
Ericson is to receive $4,000 in addition to 
his salary of $8,000 as city engineer, and 
the other two engineers will receive annual 
salaries of $12,000 apiece. 


Mayor Explains His Appointments. . 
** Among the first questions to be sonsid- 
ered are the space to be given the subway 
and its depth below the street \level,’’ said 
the mayor, “and I personally believe in 
@ narrow subway kept between the curb 
lines, and as high as possible. Those, how- 
ever, the questions to be taken up by the 
engineers. 

**I think that the city should be grate- 
ful to receive the services of the three men 
who have accepted places on the commis- 
sion. .No man krfOws more than Mr. Shank- 
land of the nature of Chicago’s subsoil and 
its building foundations.

Bring Action Against City Offi- 
cials for Mandamus Writ. 


SHOW WHAT DUTIES ARE. 
Assert They Have to Take Part in 
Dangerous Work When Called. 


Mayor Harrigon. Chief of Police McWeeny, 
Controller Traeger, and members of the 
board of trustees of the police pension fund 
are named as defendantsin a petition for a 
writ of mandamus to be filed for police tele- 
phone operators today by Attorney Daniel 
Ss. Wentworth. 

The suit is to compel city offictals to make 
the operators beneficiaries of the pension 
fund, and will be opened in Superior court 

The petition is signed by John P. Reed, 
president of the Police Operatore’ associa- 
tion; Frank J. Sullivan, and George J. 
Nealin. One of the chief reasons that police 
operators should share in the pension fund, 
according to the petition, is that they are 
subject to the same regulations, discipline 
and punishment as police officials and pa- 
trolmen. 


Say They Have Police Duties. 

A portion 6f thejpetition follows: 

“The duties to which police operators are 
assigned subject them to the same dangers 
of health, life, and limb to which members 
of the police department now enjoying the 
benefits and privileges of the said pension 
fund are now exposed. 

“They are required to hold themselves in 
readiness as occasion may arise to assist 
in the suppression of crime oF the investiga- 
tion of crimes committéd, and are, by general 
orders of the department, issued from time 
to time, required to assist in the making of 
arrests or in other means used by the police 
force for the suppression of acts contrary 
to law.” 


Hearing in Suit Soon.

Policeman Hayes, who 
was slashed in the encounter with Oscar et 
al., told how he had found the peddler on 
the wagon of a nonunionist, busily engaged 
in casting vegetables into the gutter. 

What Oscar had to say for himself! wae 
largely of a socialistic nature and incoherent, 
but his remarks were cheered enthusiastical- 
ly by the “ gallery.’’ The judge’s lips tight- 
ened as he tried in vain to stop the applaud- 
ing. He passed sentence and opened a har- 
angue im English and Yiddish.

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MAN WOMAN SHOT CONFESSES 


Arrested Italian Implicates Oth- 
ers in Blackmail. 


COST TO SLAY ONE MAN, $150. 


Prisoner Asserts Gang Sought Money 
to Kill Bomb Throwers, 


Joseph Vitetta, an Italian shot twice 
Tuesday night by Mrs. Ignazio Sottosanto, 
wife of a saloon keeper at 2218 Wentworth 
avenue, confesed to the police yesterday. 

He said he was not a member of the Black 
Hand; but a member of a gang of blackmaili- 
ers who have been trying to secure tribute 
from Sottosanto under the pretense that 
they would disclose the identity of persons 
who had blown up his saloon twice with dy- 
namite. 

Vitetta implicated as leader of the gang 
a relative of Sottosant also Antonia Gra- 
ziano, 522 West Taylor street, son of Mra 
Mary Graziaao, a boarding house keeper, and 
Dominico Zavelio, a boarder there, who were 
arrested in a raid at the Graziano residence 
earlier in the morning. A short time after 
the raid Graziano and Zavelio were identi- 
fied by Sottosanto as Vitetta’s companions 
in visits to his saloon. 


Three Others Arrested. 

Basso Zarello, 549 Bunker street; Jo- 
seph Phillipo, a boarder at the Graziano resi- 
dence, and Dominico Capoze, janitor at the 
Lincoln hospital, 2048 Calumet avenue, also 
were arrested in the raid, but the police say 
they are not members of the band, but are 
being held pending an investigation. 

According to Vitetta, he was foroed to go 
to the saloon and to attempt to collect $1,000 
from Sottosanto by revealing the identity of 
the dynamiters. He and his companions 
also agreed, if paid the §1,000, to kill the 
men who had dynamited the place. 

The police say the arrested men mentioned 
the name of H. R. Pontorno, 154 West Taylor 
street, an Italian banker, as one of the mem- 
bers of the band, for whose murder they 
agreed to take $1,000. 

Later, however, they reduced the demand 
to $150, and Vitetta went to the saloon Tues- 
day in an attempt to get this amount. 


Seek Leader of Gang. 

The police are inclined to believe Vitetta’s 
confession. 

At night four detectives went in search 
of the relative of the saloonkeeper whom 
Vitetta names. The man, he says, planned 
the entire blackmailing plot. 

A trunk filled with letters and other pa- 
pers found by detectives in the raid on the 
house at 522 West Taylor street will be 
examined today. Recently, the police say. 
a gang of Italians has visited Italians whose 
business places and houses have been dyna- 
mited. They attempted to get money from 
their victims by agreeing to tell who was 
behind the explosions. 

The police say some Italians have paid 
the members of the gang money. 

Sottosanto identified Zavelio as one who 
visited his saloon on Tuesday night before 
Vitetta was shot. He named Grasiano as 
the man who stood outside while Zavelio 


was inside.

* She cries all the time. I think she’s sick.”’ 

* Sick nothing,” answered Judge Sabath 
with conviction. “‘ That’s notasickcry; it’s 
a hungry cry. This trial is continued until 
tomorrow morning, so this baby can be taken 
to a hospital and this mother can be given 
a chance to learn something about taking 
care of children.” 

Dr. David Andelson, who examined the 
child, on the judge's order, declared that she 
was dying of starvation, the result of an Im- 
proper diet. The baby was taken to Henry 
Booth house, 701 West Fourteenth street, for 


feeding, and then to the Michael Reese hos 


pital.

ACTED IN VAULT 


Qne Janitress Says Doctor 
Asked for Ruler, Pencil, and 
Blotter and Got Them. ; 


‘ 


‘BACK WAS TOWARD DOOR’ 


Other Woman Also Saw Him; 
Three Interne Contestants 
Deny Political Aid.. 


The three investigators of the civil service 
examination for county hospital internes, in 
which an attempt was made to increase the 
marks of eight‘contestants, gained some per- 
tinent information last night from two jani- 
tresses of the county building. 

Both told of having seen Dr. Thomas 3S. 

Crowe, county physician, in the office and the 
vault of the merit board on the night the 
markers of the test papers claim to have 
found the changed figures. 
- Frances Kimplin, one of the women, sald 
that she got a blotter, lead pencil, and ruler 
for Dr. Crowe. She said that he arrived at 
the offices before the three markers went to 
supper. 


Tells of Crowe’s Actions, 

“I noticed Dr. Crowe in the vault that 
evening and he stayed so long that I became 
nervous,” she said. “I had instructions not 
to let any one in the offices, and although Dr. 
Crowe was connected with Mr. Dunn's office 
I became anxious when he stayed in the 
vault so long. He asked for a ruler and I 
got himthat. He asked for a lead pencil and 
took two. He asked for a blotter and I got 
one for him. 

“ While he was in the vault he stood with 
his back towards the door opening of the 
room. He seemed to be moving his arms, but 
I cannot tell whether he was writing. I 
heard paper rustling, though.”” =, 

“ Did he ask for a pen and ink?’ was asked 
the woman. 

“No, but there were pene and ink in the 
vault,’’ said the witness. 

The marks were changed with ink. The 
janitress said that Dr. Crowe spent some time 
at a table with a foolscap sheet of paper, 
using a ruler and a pencil. 

“ Was there any one else in the rooms or 
the vault that evening?’ was another ques- 
tion. 

“ No,” ‘responded the woman. 
let any one in.’’ 

She said she distinctly remembered the 
evening, because Dr. Crowe accused her of 
closing the vault door. 

“TI told him,” she continued, “I did not 
close it, for I ceuldn’t when he was in there. 
I told the other doctors ut his accusing 
me of locking the vault d I had instruc~ 
tions to leave it open, and he himself must 
have ehut the door.”’ 


Other Janitress Tells Story. 

Nora O'Connell, the other janitress, Cid not 
have so many details. She said she was 
around in the offices and saw Dr. Crowe in 
the vault and the room adjoining. 

“I came in and out a number of times.’’ 
she testified, “and Mrs, Kimplin said that 
Dr. Crowe was like a ghost, all the time 
around the vault. She started to tell what 
the other woman had tolc’ her, but was in- 
formed the committee only wanted what 
she saw and heard. 

Three of the examination contestants, 
whose marks were increased, only to be cor- 
rected later by the markers. were also 
witnesses. All three passed the examination 
and all were from Bennett Medical college, 
which is affiliated with Loyola university. 
The names of the three are Dr. Albert C. 
Apking, Dr. Cleveland J. Shambaugh, and 
Dr. Frances Helen Cook. 

All statec that they had no politica! in- 
fluence, had received no assurances in ad- 
vance that they would pass the test, and had 
received no information regarding the char- 
acter of the questions. All thought the ex- 
amination fair.

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SANITARY BOARD 
ASKS LARGE SUM 
Trustees Want $9,500,000 


_ from Tax Levy and $1,000,- 
000 Through Bond Issue. 


PLAN BIG IMPROVEMENTS. 


Members Declare Juul Law Dem- 
ocrats Hold Up Pay Roll; Nal- 
lifies 1 Mill Act. 


- Money to the amount of $10,500,000 wae 
asked for yesterday by resolution adopted at 
the meeting of the board of trustees of the 
ganitary district From the present tax levy 
the board asks the sum of $9,600,000 and 
through a general bond issue the sum of 
$1,000,000 The tax requisition was ordered 
‘turned over to the county clerk and the bond 
issued was ordered advertised. 

The tax levy is an increase over the last 
request of the board of nearly $2,000,000, but 
is still within the provisions of the act of 
the Illinois general.assembly authoriz- the 
4trustes to levy taxes not to exceed 1 per cent 
of the valuation 


Declare Tax Law-Ineffective. 

It was stated yesterday by Chairman 
Healy of the finance committee and other 
members of the board that, while, accord- 
ing to this legislative action, the district 
was apparently entitled.to one mill of the 
assessed value of all the property in the 
@istrict if it should need it, the Juul law ren- 
dered this enactment almost without effect 
It was said that for several years the board 
had been unable to obtain money other than 
that actually needed for running expenses 
and for the retirement of maturing bonds 
and the meeting of interest payments upon 
those which have not yet reached maturity. 

Membere of the board say they need more 
money because of extra activities in which 
the board its engaged. One of these is the 
necessity for buying about twelve miles of the 
right of way for the Calumet and Sag chan~ 
nel. Another is that of widening the river 
to the new standard of 20 feet. The necessity 
for new bridges and the additional item of 
carrying out the lighting contract with the 
city are added. 

For this reason the board has decided to 
ask almost its full limit jn the way of moneys 
evailable from taxation, expecting, however, 
the usual severe cut upon the part of the 
county clerk, under the provisions ef the 
Juul) law. 


Bond for General Expenses 

The million doliar bond issue sguthorized 
yesterday upon the recommendation of the. 
finance committee is said to be in the usual 
course of business for genera) purposes. 
This isaue is the twenty-eighth to be au- 
thorized and will leave the bonded indebted- 
ness of the sanitary district, when these 
bonds are disposed of at $21,004,000. 

These bonds will bear interest at 4 per cent, 
with interest payable semi-annually. Bids 
wilt be received up to Aug. 2% 

The resolution asking the sum of $9,500,000 
im taxes provides for the disposal of this 
money in the following ratio: $2,861,980 for 
the payment of the principal and interest 
upon maturing bonds of previous issues and 
$6,648,070 for the general corporate purposes 
ef-the district. 

There was no discussion of these financial 
matters in yesterday’s meeting, in spite of 
the large sums-of money represented. The 
disoussion had all taken place in committee. 
The roll calls upon these and other measures 
at yester®y’s meeting were unanimous 
among the members present of voting. 


Refuse to Approve Pay Roll.

500 employés and their’ families will be 
temporarily deprived of their salaries for

prove the pay roll because it embraced sal- 
aries for twenty-eight men who were dis- 
charged by the president and subsequently 
reinstated by the other members of the 


board. 


Smyth Stirs Up Dispute. 
“There is no use in attempting to pass the 


payroll,” said President Smyth [Dem.], “ if 


it contains the names of the twenty-eight 
men I fired. We will not approve the salary 


list, and every employé can wait for his 


money until those men-stay fired. If the 


court says I can fire and hire, their pay will 


not be due them anyway, but if the court 
says I cannot do this, then they will get 
their money anyway.” 

. It was stated after the meeting that steps 
would be taken to obtain a speedy decision 
from the court in order that the work of 
the district may not suffer.

The strikes grew out of the jurisdictional 
agitation between the United Association of 
Plumbers ané@ the International Association 
of Steamfitters.

Practicaliy all of the buildings under con- 
struction fh Evanston are tied up and work 
ie now stopped on eight buildings in Chicago. 
Three of the strikes called yesterday were 
in Evanston. They were at buildings under 
construction at University place and Sheri- 
éan read, Foster and Sherman avenues, and 
at Sheridan road and Ashiand Grove avenue. 


Flat Building Tied Up. 
Other strikes were at Sixty-fourth street 
and Kimbark avenue, twenty-four flat build- 
ing; Sixty-fifth street and Washingtor ave- 
nue, six flat buildings; Forty-seventh street 
and Ellis avenue, six flat buliding; 8&2 For- 
tieth street, six fiat building, and Grove place 
and Chicago avenue, six flat building. 
A number of strikes that were called last 
week will be adjusted today by the Joint 
Arbitration association.

Empress of China Strikes a 
Submerged Rock on Voy- 
age to Yokohama. 


RESCUE OF 185 PERSONS. 


Accident Near Seene of Wreck of 
the Dakota Off Coast 
of Japan. 


TOKIO, July 27.—The steamer Empress of 
China of the Canadian Pacific railway line, 


“gtganded on a submerged rock off Nojima 


Saki Light today while attempting to round 
the southern point of Awa peninsula, inbound 
to Yokohama. 

The accident occurred sixty miles south of 
here, near the scene of the wreck of the 
Great Northern eteamship Dakota in the 
epring of 1907. Submerged rocks extend 
about a mile from the coast, which ie swept 
by dangerous currents. 

The Empress of China sailed from Van- 
couver, B. C., on July 12. As soon as word 
of the accident was received here Vice Ad- 
miral Saito. the minister of marine, dis- 
patched the cruiserg Aso and Soya of the 
Japanese training squadron, to the assist- 
ance of the @istressed steamér and rescued 
the 185 passengers. 

The passengers were temporarily howled 
in temples and a school building and later 
proceeded by train to this city. 

The steamer’s bottom was badly damaged 
and if the craft is saved it will take three 
months’ timé,to repair it. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS EXCITED: 
FIGHT WITH FISTS AVERTED. 


William O’Brien, Responding to Insult, 
Calls Another Member an Infamous 
Liar and a Scoundrel. 


LONDON, July 27.—In the house of com- 
mons this afternoon Willdam O’Brien, lead- 
er of the independent Nationalists, com- 
Plained to the speaker that he had been 
insulted by questions put by Thomas Lun- 
don, Nationalist for the east division of Lim- 
erick, who asserted that O’Brien was the 
descendant of the most blackguardly inform- 
er that ever appeared in Ireland. When 
Lundon refused to wetract the statement 
O’Brien shouted: 

“ You are an infamous liar and scoundrel.”’ 

Lundon made*a dive for the independent 
leader, but friends seized his coattails and the 
incident was closed. It indicated, however, 
how baseless dre all the reports of a truce 
between the Nationalist factions. 

The political crisis arising out of the veto 
bill is merely marking time while the respect- 
ive generals marshal their forces.

SLAYER SCORES TRIAL JUDGE’ 


Denver Scandal Has Startling 
Sequel in Court. 


HENWOOD GETS LIFE TERM. 


Tragedy Caused Two Deaths and Suit 
for Divorce. 


a 

Denver, Colo.. July 27.—[Special. }—Frank 
H. Henwood, sentenced to life imprisonment 
today for killing George E. Copeland and S. 
Louis Von Phul, excoriated Judge Whitford 
in the most sensational speech a prisoner 
ever made before a Denver court. : 

Henwood was convicted of murder tn the 
second degree. He slew Von Phul in the 
buffet of the Brown Palace hote? following 
& quarrel over Mrs. John W. Springer, whose 
husband ‘sued her for a divorce as the result 
ofthe scandal. A stray bullet killed Cope- 
land, who. was a stranger to Henwood and 
Von Phul. 

When Judge Whitford asked Henwood 
what he had to say “ why sentence should 
not be pronounced "’ Henwood walked to the 
bench and began by saying: 

“I come for sentence, but not for justice, 
from a jail where for two months I have been 
surrounded by prisoners, whose faces be- 
come blanchéd and who tremble with fear 
when they contemplate coming to this court 
for trial so long as Judge Whitford sits in 
this division.,’’ 


Declaresa He Was Persecuted. 

Henwood charatterized his treatment by 
the court and prosecutor as “ persecution ” 
and deciared that his attorney had been 
* bound and gagged by rulings of the court,” 
and that his trial for the killing of Cope- 
land had, in realty, been turned into a pre- 
liminary hearing of the divorce cage of John 
W. Springer. 

The prisoner recalled that he had been 
denounced by the prosecutor ae “ a destroyer 
of Mr. Springer’s home,” but maintained 
that he was, and is today “ John W. Spring- 
er’s best friend." 

He charged that the first day Mrs. Springer 
was on the stand, when it was seen she pos~ 
sessed knowledge “ advantageous to me,” 
she was excused. 

“ When she was recalled,” he eaid, “a pack- 
age of letters written by her to 5. L. Von 
Phul were placed on the prosecutor's table 
in plain view and she was confronted with 
a threat that they would be read in open 
court if she testified to any facts in my 
behalf. Not only this, but her otherwise 
keen mind wae dulled by druga” 

“I am now ready for your unjust sen- 
tence,’ he concluded. 


Judge Favored First Degree. 

Judge Whitford listened attentively to the 
defendant. “I am not surprised,” said he, 
“at your state of mind, since you have been 
surrounded by ali classes of prisoners, four- 
teen of whom I recently sent there. 

“I am of the opinion that the verdict of 
the jury in your case should have been first 
degree murder. I believe you shot Von Phul 
because of jealousy over Mre. Springer. But 
for some reason the jurorareturned a finding 
of second degree murder. 

“The law leaves the sentence to the dis- 
cretion of the court. It is the judgment 
of this court that you be imprisoned in 
the penitentiary at Cafion City for life.” 

Immediately after the sentence Was pro- 
nounced Attorney John T. Bottom for the 
j defense announced he would take an appeal 
to the Supreme court.

Senator Bailey called attention to the state- 
ment of counsel for THE TRIBUNB, Mr. Aus- 
i trian, in which he insisted the testimony did 
show that. At that time Senator Cummins 
and Senator Borah—one or both of them— 
interrupted Senator Bailey and said they 
had an affidavit from Jarvis O. Newton, 
whose name appeared to this se called du- 
plicate deposit slip, in which Jarvis O. 
Newton swore that not D. W. Holstiaw but 
he, Newton, wrdte the original depogit slip. 
And they attached to that affidavit the orig- 
inal deposit slip as they say it existed, and as 
it had been intro@uced in evidence and photo- 
graphed in brief of counsel for THE TRIBUNB. 
Senator Bailey was asked’ to permit that af- 
fidavit and the deposit slip to go into the 
record, although they could not-go in with- 
out-unanimous consent. Senator Bailey took 
the affidavit, and he looked at the name of 
Jarvis O. Newton at the end of his effi- 
davit, and then at the handwriting on the de- 
posit slip: “ Holstlaw Bank of Iuka.” Then 
he called the attention of the senate to the 
fact that the man who signed the name, 
“Jarvis O. Newton,” never by any posai- 
hjlity could have written “ Holstlaw Bank of 
Iuka’ In the deposit slip. He asked the 
senators to examine the two as a demonstra- 
tion of the truth of what he said—that Jarvis 
Oo. Newton never did write the words “ Hoist- 
law Bank of Iuka ’”’ in the deposit slip. Then 
he passed the affidavit and the deposit slip 
—the original, as it wae said—to Senator 
Stone, who sat in front of him, and then, I 
‘think, it went to Senator— 


Traces Deposit Slip in Senate, 

THE CHAIRMAN—Senator Jones? 

MR. HANECY—No, Mr. Chairman. 

THE CHAIRMAN—No matter; it was lost. 

MR. HANECY—To Senator Overman of 
North Carolina. Then, I think, it went to 
Senator Money. It was passed around, and 
it never came back. Senator Bailey asked 
publicly for the return of that affidavit and 
deposit slip so they might go into the record 
because he ineisted they should go into the 
record as Senators Cummins and Borah had 
asked they shoul4. But they never were 
found and they never got into the record. 
Up to the present time we never have been 
able to find them, and I understand neither 
Senator Balley nor any other senator has 
been able to find them. Whereand how they 
disappeared I do not know. Have I demon- 
strated now there has been juggling in this 
Geposit slip and In these accounts? This 
statement of the State Bank of Chicago 
shows there is not a single item on the right 
hand column of these credits that has not 
at least one date—elther the date when the 
State Bank of Chicago received it or the date 
when the Holstlaw Bank of Iuka claimed to 
have remitted it—except the $2,500 item. 
There is no date there in either. I think 
there are two other ftems there that have 
not a date indicating the date of the receipt 
of the item by the State Bank of Chicago; 
but in both of those cases there are dates 
indicating the date of the remittance of those 
two items.

Bailey Excoriated in Texas. 

In Texas, where he will be a candidate for 
reélection next year, Bailey has suffered a 
merailess excoriation from press and pub- 
lic. 

Chairman Dillingham of the committee on 
privileges and elections recently appointed 
Bailey a member of a subcommittee of five 
to examine the charges of corruption in 
the election of Senator Stephenson of Wis- 
consin and report whether an investigation 
is warranted by the evidence. The other 
Democrat on the subcommittee is Paynter 
of Kentucky, who was fefeated for re- 
nomination recently largely by his defense 
of Lorimer. 

Senator Bailey handed in his resignation 
this morning and at a late hour tonight he 
had not retracted it so far as could be 
learned. Whether he will stay resigned or 
will change his mind and decide that he 
never resigned at all as he did when severing 
his connection with the senate on March 4 
last remains to be seen. 


 Peevish Over Lorimer Case. 

Mr. ‘Bailey says he is too busy to give any of 
his time to the work of the committee. ‘That 
is what he says in his formal official state- 
ment given out for publication. But it ap- 
pears from the reasons he has given his 
friends that he is extremely peevish as a 
result of his experiences with the previous 
Lorimer investigation and with the prospect 
of the approaching Stephenson inquiry. The 
senator's official statement follows: 

“TI have been appointed on the subcom- 
mittee to consider the Stephenson case. My 
conviction is that the strict rules of evi- 
dence should control in all such inquiries. 
The senate does not observe such rules, but 
edmits all kinds of matter. 

“I cannot see my way clear to decide a 
case of such magnitude on such a basis, and 
therefore* have proffered my resignation as 
a member of the committee.’’

New Books. 


” BY AUDRIE ALSPAUGH. 
HE PARTING OF THE WAYS,” by 


$4 Henry Bordeaux, -is excellently 
translated by Louise Seymour 
Houghton, and it is good to have 
tiTs powerful novel in so pleasing 
a form, 


The theme is that big question of race and 
individual: ‘“ The individual by himself alone, 
is of no more importance than one seed of the 
field; the race alone counts, like the totality of 
the ears of wheat.” A brilliant young physi- 
cian, Pascal Rouvray, who has completed a 
long training in Paris, finds himself with @ 
most unusual appointment as head of a clinic, 
betrothed to a beautiful, wealthy, and socially 
distinguished giri, on the hjgh road to a thor- 
On this day of his 
great triumph he is summoned to his father’s 
deathbed, and thence burdened with responsi- 
bilities that put out all his radiant dreams of 
ambition and love. There is a family obliga- 
tion which his father held in all honor, If 
Pascal assumes tt he must leave Paris—give up 
the whole future he has builded, His struggle, 
the opposing forces with which he has to con- 
tend, the sacrificing mother, the ambitious 
fiancée—the whole bitter experience is graph- 
ically recounted by the author. 

The change in Pascal from his blind “ wor- 
ship of the Me,” when he boldly tells his be- 
reaved mother at her suggestion that some of 
the years in Paris might well have been em- 
ployed in lightening his father’s burdens, “I 
should have lost. some important years. I 
should never have become what I am,” is con- 
vincing and inspiring. His supreme and heart- 
less self-love becomes so welded that we hear 
a wiser Pascal say, when he returns to Paris 
after years in which he has cleared the family 
honor and won distinction as a practicing 
physician: ‘‘Every life implicates a choice— 
either to adapt oneself to obligations which 
circumstances create for each one of us, or to 
avoid them, play them false; to subordinate 
individual powers to one’s origin, one’s race, its 
deeds, its country, or choose to make the mwJst 
of them as a source of free enjoyment,” 

The latter part of the book is not quite so 
likable as the first, but it is necessary in 
showing the inevitable working Of cause and 
effect. We see Pascal’s youthful comrades in 
their sordid middle age, their lives the out- 
come oftheir ideals of self-gratification, and 
the sight is not pleasant; we see Pascal engage 
in a-questionable intrigue and again choose the 
right way. 7 

The various characters are well drawn in 
their devotion to self, and She mother is a 
beautiful figure of self-renunciation; her in- 
fluence is of that subconscious type that is more 
potent than we realize. (Duffield & Co.)

In an attractive olive green binding, with a 
number of excellent illustrations, Mr. H. A. 
Guerber has embodied his “STORIES or 
SHAKSPEARE’S COMEDIES,” the initial vol- 
ume of a series of three, the other two of which 
are to deal’ with the tragedies’and historical 
plays. The fourteen comedies are taken up, act 
by act, and the main thread of the story care- 
fully untangled from the poetry and charm by 
whigh Shakspeare gave them immortality. In 
his preface Mr. Guerber suggests that “It 
seems almost sacrilege to present merely the 
framework—” etc., and one is quite willing 
to agree with him. This particular “ frame- 
work” runs after this fashion—from “As You 
Like It,” act ili.: “ Having hung his last effu- 
sion upon a bough, Orlando departs, his place 
being soon occupted by the old shepherd and 
jester, the former quizzically inquiring of the 
latter how, he enjoys rural life. In reply the 
jester emits sundry philosophical remarks ere 
he challenges his rustic companion to show 
what he can do in that line, thus eliciting 
from him a few aphorisms which demonstrate 
that he is a born philosopher.” Instead of 
stimulating a desire for acquaiiitance with the 
real Shakespeare, this is more apt to stimulate 
an inclination for sleep. This sort of thing 
may appeal to some people, it may be a great 
convenience, but personally I resent such 
“ predigested Shakspeare.” It is so utterly in- 
adequate, so distorted; an exaltation of mere 
plots and themes that existed long before 
Shakspeare assimilated them and made them 
live through the magic of his genius. I wish 
we were mentally strong enough and might

ganization. 

It may be assumed from the appointment 
of the committees that the company has a 
readjustment plan well under way. At any 
fete the managers of the company, the lead- 
ing security holders, their bankers, and their 
jawyers, have been at work on measures of 
compliance with the court's decision since 
the decision was made on May 29. 

The company has until Dec. 28 to readjust 
or dissolve its business in accordance with 
the decision, but, of course, its officers and 
gecurity holders began the work of readjust- 
ment immediately upon hearing the court's 


decision. : 


Securities Widely Distributed. 

It is essential, as it was explained today, 
that holders of all classes of securities co- 
operate in a liberal compliance with the 
court’s direction. The securities are widely 
distributed and of the entire capitalization 
of the company a greater portion is held 
by sma!! investors all over the country and 
by many investors in foreign countries. 

At the bead of the 6 per cent bondholders’ 
committee is Alexander J. Hemphill, presi- 
dent of the Guaranty Trust company, the 
largest in the country. His associates are

tuberculosis and typhoid fever. 


The germs passed through the alimentary 


tracts of the flies and, retaining all their virulence, were communicated by 
Dr. Hayward to guinea pigs, which at once developed the diseases. 
In spite of these demonstrations Detroit has no specific ordinances for the pro- 


tection of foodstuffs, except milk, against the fly danger.

PINCHOT REPLIES T0 TAFT 


Declares President Didn’t Touch 
Root of Alaskan Trouble. 


GATE OPENED TO MONOPOLY. 


Ryan Benefited by Executive Order 
Issued Without Due Notice. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—Gifford Pin- 
chot, former government chief forester and 
now president of. the National Conservation 
association, issued a statement today declar- 
ing that President Taft ‘‘ leaves the root of 
the matter wholly untouched” in his mes- 
sage to the senate denying that there could 
be any monopolization of the water front of 
Controller Bay, Alaska. 

“In spite of all explanations.’’ he says, 
“the fact remains that Mr. Taft, in open- 
ing the lands around Controller bay without 
notice to the public, has given the interests 
behind Ryan an opportunity to acquire the 


key to the channel of Controller bay before 


the public knew what was going on. 

**The map, which is a part of the presi- 
dent's message, supported as it is by the tes- 
timony of Mr. Graves of the coast and geo- 
detic survey, appears to show that the mile 
and a half of harbor front taken up by 
Ryan, together with the tracts which the 
government retains and on which it prohibits 
private entry, coes effectually control the 
valuable portion of the channel. ane 

‘The public will agree with Col. Roose- 
velt that these terminal! lands ought to have 
been kept in the public hands. 


Way Opened for Monopoly. 

‘The president is right when he says that 
what Alaska needs is development, but no 
legitimate development of the harbor front 
on Controller bay has been anc can be pro- 
posed that could not proceed as well and ag 
rapidly under suitable lease on government 
land as on private land 

‘*So long as these terminal lands remained 
in government ownership no one could mo- 
nopolize the harbor. The momert any of 
them passed into private hands the danger of 
monopoly began. 

‘*The fact remains, and the public will 
not forget, that before the executive oréer 
of Oct. 28, Controller bay was both avail- 
able for development and safe against 
monopoly. Now it is no longer safe. This 
is abundantly proved. 

‘The president denies that in granting 
Ryan's request for the opening of Controller 
bay by the executive order of Oct. 28 there 
was any element of secrecy, and quotes a 
press dispatch of the same date announcing 
his action. 


Ryan’s Surveyors at Work. 

‘But Mr. Taft does not mention that on 
the day he signed the order and notified the 
press in Washington, Ryan’s surveying party 
was ready in Alaska, and that four days 
after the order was made, and before the 
government officials in Alaska had been 
notified of the order, they had begun a sur- 
vey of the Ryan claims on Controller bay.”

VICTIMS WATCH TAKEN.

Occupied Apartment Across from 
That Tenanted by Dis- 
trict Attorney. 


New York, July 27.—{Special.j—A thief 
early this morning slipped into*the Hotel 
Iroquois, 49 West Forty-fourth street, and 
murdered William Henry Jackson, who had 
been the cashier of the brokerage concern of 
Van Schaick & Co. for thirty years, as wel! as 


1a customer of that house in stock trading. 


He was a man of considerable wealth. 

Pau! Geidel, a 17 year old bellboy employed 
in the Iroquois up to last Friday, was ar- 
rested. Commissioner Dougherty said that 
he would be charged with the murder of Mr. 
Jackson. With Geidel and the detectives 
who accompanied him were two other young 
men and a woman. . 

District Attorney Charles S. Whitman and 
his family were asleep in their tenth floor 
apartment, which is separated by a narrow 
hallway from the suite Mr. Jackson occu- 
pied, but the thief came and went so shrewd- 
ly that no sound penetrated to the Whitmans. 

It was only when the district attorney was 
starting for his office that he knew a man 
had been beaten to death within a few feet 
of his bedroom. There were numerous evi- 
dences that Jackson had struggled desper- 
ately for life. Bloody finger prints were left 
by the slayer. 


Police Offer Only Theories. 

The central office men, working under 
Deputy Commissioner Dougherty, had 
nothing to offer in the way of theories ex- 
cept_dim guesees—surmises as to how the 
thief who killed for the sake of a few 
trinkets and a gold watch got into the hotel, 
operated so quietly, and escaped undetected 
in a district that never quite goes to sleep 
and is commonly patrolied by public and 
private policemen. 

The Iroquois is a quiet family hotel. It 
keeps a staff of hall boys on duty at night. 
These are supposed to keep awake. There 
also is a night clerk, whose desk commands 
the front entrance. 

Thomas F. Courtayne, the mananger, de- 
clared it was improbable that anybody could 
have sneaked in by the front way. Edward 
Walker, the night clerk, saw no one, and the 
hall boys agreed with him vociferously. 


Murder Mystery of First Class. 

The central office found on its hands a 
murder mystery unmatched except, perhaps, 
by the case of Jacob H. Thompson, exchange 
editor of the New York Times, who was 
killed and robbed in his apartments at the 
St. James hotel on Sept. 8. 1905. The Thomp- 
gon murderer never was found. 


FEDERAL CONTROL OF HEALTH 
PLAN DECRIED BY OSTEOPATH. 


Creation of New Department Opposed as 


Chance for Allopathic “Trust”? in 
Resolutions. 
Members of the American Osteopathic 


association passed a resolution yesterday 
voicing their opposition to the passage of 
bills in congress creating a national depart- 
ment of public health. The association ts 
holding sessions at the Hotel La Salle. 

U. M. Hibbetts of Grinnell, Ia., introduced 
the resolution. The osteopaths claim the de- 
partment would place control of the public 
health in the hands of the allopaths, who 
vastly outnumber all other schools of med- 
icine. They say it is not to the best interest 
of the nation to have the public health 
guarded by members from one school alone. 

It was said that President Taft favors cre- 
ating the department of health, the head of 
which will be a member of the president's 
cabinet. 

The osteopaths say that the homeopathics 
and eclectics are also against the creation of 
such a department unless it is specified that 
the head of the department shall be a lay- 
man. Otherwise, they say, it would become

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IN HOURS OF EASE. 

Mr. John Arbuckle lay {n bed the other 
day in a hotel near Lake Mobonk and told 
members of the congressional sugar investi- 
gating committee of his relations, friendly 
and otherwise, with Henry O. Havemeyer. 
Mr. Arbuckle is over 72 years old, has been 
suffering from an attack of grip, and re- 
cently was thrown out of a runabout in 
which he was driving down the mountain. 
For these reasons the investigators sent a 
subcommittee to take his testimony, which 
he gave from his bed. 

Mr. Havemeyer, he sald, was two kinds 
of a man—one in his home and another in 
his office. In his office he was arbitrary, and 
in dealing with him the only chance of suc- 
cess lay in being quite as high handed as he 
was. He rather enjoyed being caught up 
short or finding a man who, hit back when 
hit. The other kind were run over and left 
to the chance attentions of the passing 
Samaritan. At his home “you found an 
accomplished gentleman of refined tastes.” 

“TI remember one time when I went up 
to see Mr. Havemeyer to try and eradicate 
the evile in the sugar business,’’ Mr. Ar- 
buckle said. “When the door was opened 
I saw Mr. Havemeyer playing the violin 
in his library. I asked the maid not to dis- 
turb him, and I sat listening for half an 
hour. Then I went tohim andI said: ‘ Mr. 
Havemeyer, you can’t be as bad a man as 
they think you are.’” 

Havemeyer, pensively drawing the bow 
in his library, was too much for the emotion- 
als of even so experienced and perceptive a 
man as Mr. Arbuckle. Thishard, stubborn, 

e dictatorial man, this terror of the sugar 
trade, this immovable man of finance, who 
eould not be touched even by a dollar crying 
ix distress unless it was his dollar—this 
man of steel emotions and sugar income was 
at home delighting his idle fancies as might 
a simple lad of Arcadia as he tended his 
sheep in bosky dells and on pleasant meads. 

There was a distinguished gentleman of 
Rome who was found fiddling one day on 
the house top. Most of the Roman gentle- 
men that day were busy carrying tubs of 
water, but the First Gentleman of the em- 
pire was minded to fiddle, and did. Timur 
the Lame may have amused himself with 
the lute in his tent after he had sealed 2,000 
men of the garrison of Herat up in a pyra- 
mid between layers of cement and stone, 
The Duke of Alva may have enjoyed the 
quiet socisbility of a glass of grog and few 
friends. Catherine of Russia may have 
been adept at needle work, and Napoleon, 
no doubt, looked innocently cherubic as he 
bit into the drum stick of a roast fowl. And 
Charles I, was good to his folks. 

Mr. Arbuckle’s estimate of Mr. Have- 
meyer’s character no doubt was right, but 
we never seem able to reconcile ourselves 

te the fact that most important personages 
have moments when they put on their slip- 
pers and would play the pianoforte if they 
knew how. on ) 

Probab'y Mr. Arbuckle was merely sur- 
prised that Mr. Havemeyer was not playing 
the cornet and was not thus as disturbing 
to the neighborhood in his hour of ease as 
be was in his hours of activity. 


GOLD MEDALS FOR COURTESY. 

As a reward for politeness on the part 
ef its conductors the Chicago and Milwau- 
kee Electric company has instituted reward 
in the form of a gold medal, to be bestowed 
whenever the gift is justified. Oonductor 
igou is the first to be decorated, having 
been selected for the distinction because of 
his reputation for courtesy. Mr. Igou’s 
medal, which we hope he will display con- 
se stantly, will be to him a reminder not to

courteous treatment from him.

schedule on which their care are run, 


delays to traffic, and the encrmougnum 
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ber of passengers handled give the con- 
ductors on city cars scant opportunity to 
be elaborately polite. | 

They arevheld responsible for delayed 
uns, and they must keep to their schedule. 
The suburban lines make fewer stops and 
carry a much more leisurely class of passen- 
gers than do those in the city. Our cars 
are filled with nervous and irritable men 
and women, few of whom bestow a thought 
upon the conductors and motormen, whose 
bands are as full as theirs and whose re- 
sponsibility is coupled with the tenure of 
their positions. 

There are uncivil and discourteous trac- 
tion men to be found in Chicago, but we 
believe they are a small minority, and they 
are the product of their environment and the 
people they meet. If they exist, 80, too, exist 
a large number of people whom it would 
be a compliment to call cattle. They are 
selfish and greedy to a degree; they presume 
the conductor is there to deprive them of 
their rights; they look upon the company 
as their enemy and its employés as emis- 
saries who work only evil. Courtesy has be 
come so rare a flower that its exhibition in 
a street car attracts attention as though 
some strange exotic were on view. When 
it is shown by an employ6 it is seldom pro 
vyocative of a similar sentiment on the part 
of the passenger. Perhaps a gold medal 
might aid in fits revival and ip a general 
feeling of good will. 


ALASKA. 
President Taft’s special message to the 


senate was not needed to assure the country 
of his disinterested concern for a right work- 
ing out of the Controller bay problem or to 
clear him from any charge of partiality or 
complacence on behalf of any corporation 
seeking to establish itself there. 

So far as the Controller Bay railway is 
concerned and the action taken in eltminat- 
ing 12,000 acres from reserve, men will still 
differ, agreeing with the president or be 
Heving him mistaken. The reassuring con- 
sideration for both, however, Is the absence 
of Mr. Ballinger and the presence of Secre- 


tary Fisher, a strong conservationist, yet a 
levél headed and discriminating one. Sec- 
retary Fisher will soon be in Alaska, and 
his conclusions as to the whole situation 
will be dependable so far as the public in- 
terest is concerned. 

Meanwhile the president’s statement of 
the needs of Alaska will be approved by 
the country, and we believe will receive 
the support of both parties. It is not real 
conservation—it is, on the contrary, foolish 
waste—to retard the conservative develop- 
ment of Alaska by restrictions having no 
relation to the necessary conditions of de- 
velopment. You can’t do market gardening 
several thousand miles froma market. You 
can’t mine coal by the scuttle. Capital 
must be assured of returns in proportion to 
the risks. 

The next congress should work out a 
policy. The Chicago Evening Post reports 
that the president will propose “ a commis- 
sion form of government, patterned after 
the government of the Philippines, and a 
leasing system under which the natural re- 
sources of the territory may be developed.” 
There should be no difficulty in accom- 
plishing a sound Alaskan policy, and there 
need be no doubt that the president will 
present one which will provide for a safe 
government and a properly safeguarded de- 
velopment of the’ territory, 


GAULT PARK. 
The closing of Gault court between N 
4. m. and 8 p. m. to make a playground 


is an act of common sense whose impor- 
tance it is not easy to overstate. ‘I'en 
years ago it would not have occurred 
to any one to do such a thing. Today 
it is but another proof among multiply- 
ing proofs of an awakening social con- 
science. 

Of course, a small park, with its green 
turf and trees, its swimming tank and 
gymnasium, its reading room and dance 
room, is better than a closed street. But 
the small parks are springing up, and 
meanwhile, why wait? Chicago doesn't 
want to wait. The children of Gault 
court don’t want to wait, so Gault park 
is created. It is a sign of the times, 
Chicago is thinking of her children. 


AVIATION FOR SOCIETY. 
A woman who has taken to aviation says 
she expects air flight to be taken up by “ so- 
ciety ’’ as a sport, for the reason that the 
high expense of machines and operation 
makes it prohibitive for those of moderate 
means. Society, which is always on the 
outlook for some new sensation, will, she 
thinks, soon adopt aviation for its amuse- 
ment because it is a ‘“‘high class sport.” 
“A woman,” she says, “does not have to 
be a trick bicycle rider or circus performer 
to take it up, for such experience is entirely: 
unnecessary.” We hope her prediction 
proves true. Nothing would please us bet- 
ter than to know that the divorce crowd of 
New York, for instance, was up in biplanes 
er monoplanes headed for the eterna! stars. 


SILENCING CHANTECLER. 

A few days ago a personal friend of 
Chicago's police chief complained about a 
rooster which was awakening him, the 
friend, several hours earlier than he liked. 
The police chief succeeded, it is said, in 
stopping chantecler’s early trumpeting, and 
his friend slept on in peace. The publi- 
cation of this story naturally whetted the 
curiosity of all who read it, and particu- 
larly interested the million-odd persons 
who have written to Tue Trisune with 
complaints similar to that of the chief's 
friend. : 

_ It is now given ont that the advice which 
worked so successfully is embodied in the

A STRIKE AGAINST LAW. 

The strike of the peddlers is a strike 
against law—not in spite of law or in viola- 
tion of law but against it. 

It may have less serious consequences— 
so far es the business of the city be con- 
cerned—than many others that have pre- 
ceded it. It may be much less serious than 
the building trades fight—counting deaths 
and injuries resulting from it—but it is 
peculiar in that it is not a strike over the 
principles of unionism, over wages or con- 
ditions of labor, but it is a strike against 
law. 

Some of the men who have taken this 
means of demonstrating their disapproval 
of an ordinance passed by the city council 
have come only recently from countries 
where law meant repression. Some of them 
have come to escape from the tyranny of 
rigidly enforced law. In their other homes 
they recognized the law ae implacable and 
unbending authority. 

It would be a poor service to them to 
allow them to get the idea that a law in 
America may be set aside by the angry, 
riotous demonstrations of persons who do 
not like it. They will learn nothing of bene 
fit to themselves if they come to believe, as 
the result of this strike, that they may at- 
tack other citizens and destroy their prop- 
erty whenever they do not like the enforce- 
ment of a city ordinance. 

At this point the merits of the law itself 
pass entirely out of the controversy. Mayor 
Harrison is partly to blame. He exceeded 
his authority by ordering the police to sus- 
pend the enforcement of an ordinance. 
That could tend only to teach the peddlers 
that the law was a negligible thing. 

The city will be saved a great deal of 
trouble in the future if the authorities make 
it plain at once that violence in such a strike 
will not be tolerated. 


A CIVIC REVOLUTION. 

A little public utility revolution is being 
fought out in Mexico City, now compara- 
tively calm after the political revolt. A 
street railway company, the like of which 
has been known in the United States, is 
resisting, in familiar fashion, the efforts 
of citizens to get decent service in exchange 
for the franchise rights they have given the 
company. 

The demand for 5 cent fares and transfers 
has a familiar sound. It has not been so 
long ago that the same demand was made 
in Chicago. The protest against open fu- 
neral cars, which are described as a menace 
to public health, is peculiar to Mexico City. 

These demands are set forth as reasona- 
ble, but street car companies are not when 
they have fattened on official tolerance and 
public helplessness. The Mexican Herald, 
which is insisting on a recognition of pub- 
lic rights, finds itself threatened with a 
boycott. The traction company is using 
business pressure to deflect advertising 
from its columns—a crude maneuver, prod- 
uct of corporate stupidity. - 

The little revolution is as significant as 
the big one. It indicates that Mexico is as- 
serting the right not only to govern itself 
but to exercise control over its public utili- 
ties.

ORD GORMANSTON, whose impend- 
ing marriage to Miss BHileen Butler, 
daughter of the late Gen. Sir William 
Butler and of Lady Butler, known on 
both sides of the Atlantic under the 
name of Elizabeth Thompson, as the painter 
of ‘“‘The Roll Call,’ ‘“‘Inkerman,” and 
“ Balaclava,”’ has just been announced, is 
the premier viscount of Ireland. Like his 
bride, he is a Catholic. He is about 81 years 
old and is a retired: officer of the army, in 
which he served as a subaltern of the Man- 
chester regiment. 

He is chief of an old family in Ireland 
which may be said to have been founded by 
Sir Roger de Preston, who was justice of 
the Court of Common Pleas in the reign of 
King Edward III. His son. Sir Robert de 
Preston, was_knighted on the field of battle 
by Lionel Plantagenet, Duke of Clarence, and 
son of Edward III. Subsequently appointed 
lord high chancellor of Ireland, he was cre- 
ated in 1370 Lord Gormanston. 

He had a few years previously purchased 
from Almeric de St. Amand the castle and 
estate of Gormanston, in the county of Meath, 
It is an old stronghold of the Knights of the 
Temple, near Balbriggan, and remains to 
this dey the principal residence of Lord Gor- 
manston. It is a grand old place, a few miles 
inland, commanding beautiful views in all 
directions, one of the most attractive being 
from the dining room windows, where 
stretches a broad grass laid avenue, bor- 
dered with immense old trees, in an unbro- 
ken line, to a point where the headland sud- 
denly ends, and gives place to the Irish 
chennel. 


> 

The estate is full of relics of the Stuarts, 
to whose cause the Prestons were devoted 
in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
Indeed, the fifth, sixth, and seventh Viscounts 
Gormanston were attainted on account of 
their services to the Stuarts, and it was not 
unt!il the close of the eighteenth century that 
the attainders were removed, in favor of 
Jenico, twelfth Viscount Gormanston. 

The peculiar Christian name of Jenico, 
which also is borne by the present Lord Gor- 
manston, and by many of his predecessors in 
the:family honors, dates from the marriage 
of the third lord with Jane, daughter of a 
French knight, Sir Jenico d’Artois, the Ar- 
tois being, as Froissart remarks in his fa- 
mous Chronicles, ‘‘ of the bluest blood in 
the world.’”’ Lord Gormanston is the fif- 
teenth viscount and eighteenth baron of the 
line, in unbroken male descent. 

Burke's “ Peerage’’ and other standard 
works of reference include the barony of 
Birmingham among the minor honors of 
Lord Gormanston—the Birmingham in ques- 
tion being not the great manufacturing city 
of that name in England but the patronymic 
of an ancient Irish house. 

The barony of Birmingham was assumed, 
without any right, by the late Lord Gor- 
manhston. He appropriated it on the ground 
that the first Lord Gormanston, that is to 
say, the lord high chancellor of Irel&nd 
under Richard II., had married Margaret, 
daughter of Walter de Birmingham, 

Watter de Birmingham’s peerage was not, 
however, that of the barony of Birmingham, 
but the barony of Athenry, which, until the 
death of Thomas Birmingham, twenty-second 
Baron of Athenry, and also Ear! of Louth 
in the elghteenth century, was the premier 
barony of Ireland, antedating that of Kin- 
sale by a number of years. 

oe 

On the death of this Thomas Birmingham, 
the only heirs in the male line of succession 
were the descendants of a younger brother 
of Richard Birmingham, sixteerth Lord Ath- 
enry. These were John Birmingham of Dal- 
gan and Cloonedargan and Capt. John Bir- 
mingham of Ashgrove and Ballintava, who 
were cousins. 

‘ohn Birmingham of Dalgan made an ef- 
fort to obtain the family honors by proving 
his descent. But as the procedure required 
to establish the rights to such honors before 
the committee of privileges of the house of 
lords is terribly expensive, amounting te 
some $100,000 or $150,000, he allowed the 
matter to drag on until) his death, without is- 
sue, in 1802. That left his cousin, Capt. 
Jonun Birmingham of Asherove, as sole heir. 
He was an Officer of the Seventh Fusiliers, 
and had served as A. D. C. to the Duke of 
Kent, father of Queen Victoria, when that 
prince was colonel of the regiment. 

He made up his mind that the expense was 
too great to establish his rights to the bar- 
ony of Athenry, al! the more as there were 
no estates going with the dignity, and pre- 
ferred the life of an Irish country gentleman. 
His son, Thomas Lynch Birmingham, was 
equally indifferent to the family honors in 
abeyance; and so, too, was the latter’s son, 
Edmund Lynch Birmingham, who died with- 
out male issue in 1879, at his place, Wood 
View, near Galway, the last of the ancient 
house of Birmingham in the male line. 

This Edmund Lynch Birmingham left a 
sister whose son, the Rev. Father Mugh A. 
Kelly, is rector of the Church of the Immac. 
ulate Conception at Streator, Ilh

Now, if the late Lord Gormanston appro- 
priated the peerage of Walter de Birming- 
ham, on the ground of the marriage of the 
latter’s only child and heiress to the first 
Lord Gormanston, he should have taken Wal- 
ter de Birmingham's barony of Athenry, 
which, if he had succeeded in establishing 
his ciaim thereto, would have made him not 
only premier viscount, but also premier bar- 
on of Ireland. But he manifestly feared a 
legal encounter with Lord Kinsale, who is 
premier baron because the Athenry peerage 
is extinct. | 

There is no barony of Birmingham tn ex- 
istence. IMmdeed, the only one that I can find 
in the annals of the peerage is an English 
one, which became extinct In the reign of 
Henry VIIL through the death of the last 
peer of that name, and whose family had 
no connection whatsoever with that of the 
Prestons headed by Lord Gormanston. 

Let me add that the Ear! of Dudtey, who 
has lately given up the governor generalship 
of Australia, includes among his English 
honors that of Lord Ward of Birmingham. 

Lord Gormenston's estates embrace about 
15,000 acres, and are situated partly around 
Gormanston castle and partly In County 
Meath, around the manor of Whitewood. His 
only sister is the wife of Lord Ninian Crich- 
ton-Stuart, M. P., and who inherited Falk. 
land palace, in the county of Fife, from his 
father, the late Marquis of Bute, the “ Lo- 
thair"’ of Lord Beaconsfield's novel of thas 
name. 

The late Lord Gormanston, although a 
soldier by profession and a veteran of the 
Indian nrutiny, and of the Crimean war, spent 
most of his life in the colonies, as governor, 
his last satrapy being that of Tasmania, 
where he incurred some quiet censure from 
the late Queen Victoria for having permitted 
Lord Yarmouth, while staying as his guest 
at Government House at Hobart, to appear 
on the stage of the principal theater of the 
Tasmanian capita) im the guise of « bel- 
lerina. 

Fourteen thousand dollars has been voted 
by the Cortes of Portuga! as the adequate 
stipend of the president of the republic, In 
addition, he is to receive $6,000 in the shape 
of allowances for purpose of entertainment 
ard of official representation.

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SAYS CONDUCTOR WAS IMPUDENT. 

Chicago, July 25.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—July 21 I boarded a southbound 
car at Evanston and Oakdale avenues, be- 
tween 7:80 and 8 o’clock, and gave the con- 
ductor, No. 4422, my fare, asking for a 
transfer, which he delayed in handing to me 
until after accepting the fare from another 


assenger who had gotten on after me. 
. As I leave the car at the limits barns 


(about three blocks south), I remained upon — 


the platform, which at that time had two 
women and two men standing at the ex- 
treme rear, I stood directly in the corner 
and away from the passageway leading tuo 
the car door, so that I in no manner ob- 
structed the other passengers who might 
get on later. 

The conductor ordered me to go into the 
car, and I told him (after the second com- 
mand) that I only went as far as the barns, 
but that made no difference to him; he stil] 
insisted upon me going into the car, which I 
did not do. I asked him if he had ordered 
the other passengers in, to which he replied 
that he meant all of us. He then turned to 
the other passengers and told them to go 
inside, and a men who had gotten on after 
myself at York place told him also that be 
was going to get off at the barns. 

Had the platform been crowded I would 
have passed into the car immediately upon 
receiving transfer, but it is a common prac- 
tice for those going to the barns to remain 
on the platform for that short distance. 

Conductors must try to enforce their rules, 
1 know, but it is unnecessary to be surly or 
impudent, both of which he was. 

I am writing this to you as it would do 
absolutely no good to make complaint to the 
railway company, having had some experi- 
ence in that line with them previously. 

TRANSFER. 

An official of the company says this: 

“I would state that our conductors are 
supposed to do their best to keep the rear 
platform clear, in order to prevent accidents. 

“Many people who do not realize that this 
is done for their own protection engage fre- 
quently in controversy with the conductor.

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MOURNS LOSS OF VENCEDOR 


Owner Tramel Returns from 
Wreck of Sloop Yacht. 


STORM WORST IN HISTORY. 


One of Crew Tells of Battle with Gale 
and Joy at Sight of Arapahoe, 


— 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 

George Tramel, owner of the sloop yacht 
Vencedor, wrecked during the recent race 
of the Chicago Yacht club fleet to Mackinac 
island, yesterday returned to Chicago from 
the northern resort, where he went to act 
as one of the judges of the 330 mile cruise. 
He’ visited the scene of the wreck near 
Charlevoix and learned particulars of the 
accident from Skipper George B. McCul- 
lough, who is in charge of the salvage work 
on the wrecked racer. 

‘‘I keenly regret the loss of Vencedor, 
which lies a total wreck on the beach a few 
miles from Charlevoix harbor, but the loss 
of the yacht is made insignificant by the 
gratifying fact that all members of the crew 
were saved. After viewing the scene of 
the wreck and learning the details of the ac- 
cident I marvel at the fact that no lives were 
lost. The storm was the worst ever exper!t- 
enced in northern waters at this time of the 
year. 


Hard Battle with Elements. 
** Members of the various crews had thrill- 
ing tales to téll of their battle with the ele- 


ments while trying to reach Mackinac. It seemed 
unlikely that all would get safely through the 
Manitou passage and the straits, and I was not 
surprised when the message came from Charlevoix 
that Vencedor had gone onthe rocks. We all spent 
an anxious time until we weré assured by another 
telegram that Vencedor’s crew had been saved 
ay Capt. Davis and those with him on board Arap- 
ahoe. 

‘** Skipper McCullough, Harry Peterson, the salfl- 
ing master, and members of the crew worked hard 
and succeeded in saving a great deal of Vencedor’s 
gear. The fin, to which was attached eight tons 
of lead, was torn loose after Vencie went on the 
beach and easily can be recovered.’’ 

Three members of Vencedor’s professional crew 
also reached Chicago yesterday and related their 
experience. 


Storm a Record Breaker. 


**t have sailed many years on fresh and salt 
water. but I never saw the like of that blow.”’ 
said one of the sailors. ‘ It came all of a sudden 
and we thought it would not last long. It grew 
worse. however. and Mr. McCullough ordered the 
close reefed mainsail off. We came about and ran 
before the gale with trysail anc storm jib and 
even then ran at the rate of ten or twelve miles an 
hour. The weather was so thick you couldn't 
see to the end of the bowsprit 

‘Two or three of us were up forward working 
on the job, when suddenly there was a crash and 
every nan on board was thrown off his feet. There 
was no time to do much about the boat and the 
thovght of every man was to save himself. The 
tender was unlashed ready to launch when we saw 
a big motor boat bearing down toward us. It 
was the Arapahoe and it was unable to get close 
on account of the tremendous seas. We all Jumped 
for it and landed safely and were taken ashore.

Carded for Elgin Speed Event.

TWENTY-TWO ARE ENTERED. 
In Addition to Noted Drivers Stickney 
and Jefferies Will Handle Cars.

Two Simplex cars, to be driven by Ralph De 
Palma and Spencer Wishart; two Velies, witk 
Jeffkins and Stickney as pilots, and an Ab- 
bott-Detroit, with Mortimer Roberts up, were 
nominated yesterday for the American Au- 
tomobile association’s national stock chassis 
road races at Elgin on Aug. 25 and 26. 

The receipt of this star lot of entries 
makes a total of twenty-two to date for the 


big speed carnival to be conducted by the Chicago

De Palma and 
Wishart last appeared at Indlanapolis in the 500 
mile sweepstakes Both will be seen in the Elgin 
national race on the second day of the meet 

Roberts’ entry was made in the Abbott-Detroilt 
in the event for cars of from 161 to 230 cubic 
inches and constituted the first nomination for 
the Fox River trophy, which will be the curtain 
raising event on the road race program. It ig 
almost certain, however. there will be several 
other candidates. Two Ford cars practically are 
assured for the Fox River race. Roberts person- 
ally made the Abbott entry, as the manufacturing 
concern has withdrawn from the racing field. 
Roberts wrote Chairman Gregory he would arrive 
in the city within a few days and establish a 
racing camp on the Elgin course. 

The ‘two Velie machines were entered by. the 
Velie Motor Car company for the Illinois trophy 
race. which will be run on the same day as the 
Fox River event. The race is for cars of the 
201-450 class. Two Nationals already are named 
for the Illinois trophy contest, and several more 
are counted upon ae certain. Jeffkins, who is an 
Australian driver of considerable experience. will 
make his first appearance before Chicago motor- 
ing fans, but Stickney, who will pilot the second 
Velie. is better known, having competed in the 
last Algonquin hill climb.

SUNKEN MOTOR BOAT RAISED 
FROM DEPTHS OF PEORIA LAKE. 


Disturber II,, Which Went to Bottom 
During Race, Brought to Surface— 
Craft to Be Repaired. 


Peoria, IH., July 27 —[Specital.]—The bow 
of the big motor boat. Disturber II, sunk in 
Peoria lake yesterday after the most sensational] 
boat race ever seen on American waters, rose slow- 
ly to the surface tonight. Under the direction of 
United States Engineer J. R. Fuller, the United 
States steamer Pearl and crew anchored on one side 
of the submerged boat and a derrick barge on the 
opposite, and the racing machine which had estab- 
lished a new record for forty footers in competition, 
was dragged from the river bed.

New business- on the staple numbers has 
come forward well under the circumstences.

For nearly an hour yesterday Ciark street, 
between Washington and Randolph streete, 
was transformed into a marine thorough- 
fare, open to navigation only by street cars 
and automobiles.

It is to be on the first floor, near 
the Dearborn street entrance. 

D. A. Campbell, postmaster, returned yes- 
terday from Washington, where he attended 
a conference of postmasters from the larger 
cities of the country in regard to the new 
system. All of them, Mr. Campbell says, 
are expecting a greater volume of business 
than was at first anticipated. 

“In several ways,”’ he said, “ present plans 
are apt to prove inadequate for the transac- 
tion of business in cities the size of Chicago. 
Of course we can get no definite idee of how 
extensive the deposite will be until we get 
in action, but it ie my opinion that they wil) 
be greater than any one has imagined. 

“The security offered depositors is bound 
to attract people of small means, whose ac- 
counts, while limited, will be numerous and 
require care.
